Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 12.— The morn- 
ing txaln brought to Frankfort a large 
number of tbe Republican membeni of 

the legislat ure. The Rppubliran house 
and senate met at 12 o'clock, nine be- 
ing present In the latter and 28 in the 
former The lenate appointed a com- 
mittee to inform Oorembr Taylor thai 
It bad conv?no(l In Frankfort, and was 
ready for business. It reported in a 
few minuten that Governor Taylor had 
received It and r«P^ed. "Well, go 
ahead." The house appointed a simi- 
lar committee and both houses then 
adjourned for the day. 

For the first time since the shooting 
of Oovemor Ooebel. all guards were 
removed from the various ofBces in 
the capital and oxmitive builJIngs, 
except those stationed at the doors 
leading to Governor Taylor's ante 
room and private office, and the public 
was allowed to come and go without 
(lurstion. ScntTlo.s were stationed at 
the capital ground gates, but only as a 
matter of form, and every one was ad* 
mlttod who desired. 

AT LOl'ISVIM.K 

Democratic Leglslutoni Convene iind 
Tranttact Some ISusiiiOits. 
Louisville, Ky., Feb. 12->Although 
the protocol was not signed, there is a 

truce in the flght for the state offices, 
to await action by the state courts. 
Tuesday at Frankfort the injunction 
suit against Governor Taylor will be 
heard. 

There it much talk among Demo- 
cratic leglsUtors about passing a bill 
offering 1100,000 reward for the detec- 
tion of the assassin of Governor Ooe- 
bel. Such a bill has been prepared, 
and it Is believed it will pass. 

Both houses of the legislature met 
again at the court house. In the huu.-c 
a concurrent resolution which bad 
passed the senate, was presented call- 
ing upon "The Hon. \V. S. Taylor to at 
once withdraw the nallitia and force of 
armed mm which he has gathered 
about him in the state house and sur- 
render the executive offices to J. C. W. 
neckham, the lawful govprno^." Un- 
der the rules tbe resolution went over 
for one {day. . 

A i^coiicurrent res lution offered Sat- 
urday was adopted providing for the 
appointmiut of three representatives 
and two senators to investigate condi- 
• ttons at Frankfort as to the safety and 
advisability of resuming legislative 
sessiona at the capital.

12.— The hearing 
of the Kentudiy injunction suits be- 
gan prompMy at 2 o'clock. Governor 
Bradley opened the bearing, present- 
ing the ca se of the plaintigs. 

Clark's Case. 

"Washington, Feb. 12.— David R. 
Peeler, president of the First National 
bank at Kalispel, Montana, was a wit- 
ness in th9 Clark case. Mr. Peeler 
wu questioned concerning the connec- 
tion of State Senator Geiger with bis 
his bank, the First National, but be 
was not able to throw much light upon 
the subject He confirmed Mr. Gei- 
ger's statement that he (Geiger) had 
borrowed |2,300 at the bank, saying 
that Geiger bad given him a deed to 
property as security. Mr. Peeler tes- 
tified to conversatfons with Mr. Whlte- 
slfle previous to the eleetioB for atate 
senator, In which the latter had shown 
that be was a friend of Mr. Daly. 

Mother Used a Onn. 

Youngstown, O., Feb. 12.— Albert 
Ague, a young man residing in Hub- 
bard, wont home with a party of com- 
panions. The mother of Ague ob- 
jected to their conduct and one of them 
knocked her down.

OHIO EEPUBLIOAH OLUBS. 

niteeath Aanaal Conventloa andtfeo 
Llneoln Day Banquet. 

Cincinnati, O., Feb. 12.— The fifteenth 

tnnual state convention of the Ohio 
League of Republican clubs assembled 
here with about 600 delegates present. 
After addniaaea of welcome and re- 
spoBses, President Goldenbogen, of 
Cleveland, delivered his annual ad- 
Cress, congratulating the clubs on their 
work i> the last campaign and urging 
the organisation of new clubs and the 
re-organizatton for aggressive work in 
all cities and counties during the ap- 
proaching presidential campaign. This 
is the first Republican state gathering 
in the presidential year in President 
McKlnley's home state and President 
Goldenbogen laid stress on the fact 
that factional differences of former 
years had been wiped out and that the 
Republicans of President McKlnley's 
state never were in more harmonious 
lines. 

The report of Secretary Spellman 
showed tho membership largely in- 
creased, and that of Treasurer Carr 
only a small balance. Most of the ses- 
sion was devoted to reports and the 
appointment of the usual committees. 

In the evening the Lincoln day ban- 
quet was served. It was a brilliant 
event. Among those who responded 
to toasts were: Senator Forakcr, For- 
mer Governor Bushnell, General I. F. 
Mack, General R. B. Cowen, Hon. Al- 
bert Douglas, Hon. Harry M. nanph- 
erty, Harry C. Smith, Ohio congress- 
men and iiienil)ors of the legislature, 
and Hon. W. H. Moody, of Maine. 

Contractors Weakened. 
Chicago, Feb. IS.— Of the 7,000 build- 
ing tr.idrs unionists who took half hol- 
iday Saturday in defiance of the new 
rules of the Building Contractors' 
council one half, it was annpunced by 
the leaders, resumed work as usual on 
the big buildings. When the men quit 
work Saturday noon they were in- 
structed to return to their jobs as us- 
ual, placing the responsibility of lay- 
ing up building operations on the con- 
tractors who, because of the fracture 
of their rules, were expected to declare 
a lockout The fact that many of the 
men resumed their work is regarded 
by the labor interests as showing great 
wo,il-:noss in the building contractors' 
agreement to stand by one another. 

A Kiice War. 
Fort de Franco, Island of Martinique, 
Feb. 12.— Tbe white inhabitants of Le 
Francoise. being threatened with death 
by tiK rioting strikers, have sought 
refuge here, the governor having de- 
clared It impossible to guarantee their 
lives. The managers of tbe planta- 
tions are requesting permission to or 
ganize forces of military for tho pur 
pose of protecting the persons who arc 
at work, but the governor will not 
take the . esponalbillty of authorising 
such a step. A band of rioters march- 
ed through Fort de France without 
molestation, shouting: "Long live 
the negro race." "Down with the 
whites." Down with the murderers." 

Funeral of Colonel Thompson. 
Terre Haute, Ind., Feb. 18.— The fu- 
neral of Colonfl R. W. Thompson oc- 
curred Monday afternoon. Many dis- 
tinguished men were here from all 
parts of the state. Governor Mount 
and the state officers, including the 
members of the Supreme court, attend- 
ed in a body. The rcrnaius lay in 
atate in the Fin-t Methorti.st church for 
two hours and a half. All tbe schools 
of tbe city were dismissed so as to 

allow the iliildren an opportunity to 
view the remains and during the time 
of the funeral all business was sus- 
pended. There were no church ser- 
vices. 

Seised Two liUwds. 

Manilla, Feb. 12.— It is reported that 
the United States gun boat Princeton 
visited the Tatanes and Catagan is 
lands, which were omitted from the 
Paris treaty of peace, being north of 20 
degrees of latitude, raised the Amer- 
ican flag and appointed native gover- 
nors. It is added that the Princeton 
found the Japanesa flag flying at the 
Bayat island and refrained from land- 
ing there, pending orders. Reports 
from native sources, which are not 
confirmed, say General Plo del Pilar, 
the iBsurgeat comsMnder, died of fe- 
▼•r reeeAtly. 

New Baseball League. 
Chicago, Feb. 12.— The non-appear- 
ance of A. C. Anson delayed the meet- 
ing of baseball magnates intereste<l In 
the proposed American Association of 
Baseball Clubs. Tha lobby of tho Great 
Northern hotel, howeTsr, was well 
sprinkled with delegates. Colonel 
Whiteside, representing Louisville, 
declared that sentiment seemed to fa- 
vor the admittaneo of the Kentucky 
city, but the fact that many tevored the 
dropping of Providence, the colonel de- 
clared, would make an unwieldy cir- 
cuit, which he did not favor Louisville 
loinlng.

Washington, Feb. 12.— More than us- 
ual interest was manifested in the sen- 
ate on tbe debate upon the financial 
bill. The public gftUtriea were well 
filled. 

Mr. Allen's resolution introduced last 
Saturday expressing sympathy with 
the Boers went over without losing Its 
place. 

The financial bill was then cilled up 
and Mr. Elkius (W. Va.) addressed the 
senate. His opening sentences were a 
reference to tbe apoa o h drilvsred on 

Saturday by Mr. Chandler. He said 
that was a speech whicli would be 
'distributed by hundreds of thousands, 
not by his own political associates, 
but by his political enemies." He com- 
mended the general provisions of the 
bill, but criticized the sixth section, 
which provides for tbe refunding of the 
public debt He said in part: "The 
refunding of tho public debt Is not 
necessarily a part of the bill. Wliy 
mix the subject of establishing and de- 
fining the monetary standard, 
strengthening the public credit with 
what must, at best, under the provis- 
ions of the bill, be an experiment, and 
which, if it should fall, would prove 
hurtful to the general purposes and 
policy of the measure and the public 
Interest. The refunding of the pul)llc 
debt is purely a practical or adminis- 
trative question. It should haVfl no 
place in our politics." 

Mr. Wolcott next addressed the sen- 
ate on the currency bill. 

Referring to the first section of the 
senate bill declaring the gold dollar 
should continue to stand as the stand 
ard unit of value. Mr. Wolcott said: 
"Of course it will, and it would so 
continue if this section were eliminated 
from the bill. We might as well grave 
ly pass a law providing that a yard 
shall continue to be three feet in 
length. The provision requiring tlx 
payment of the principal and interest 
of the new bonds in gold represents, I 
think, a mistaken view as to our na- 
tional credit I cannot but express my 
regret that the committee felt that tho 
exigencies of tho money market re- 
quired a departure from the terms 
heretofore used In government obli- 
gations." Asto bimetallism, Mr. Wol- 
cott s:iid: "In this country bimetal- 
lism has received its greatest injury 
at the hands of the Bryan Democracy 
and the Poi)ulist8. The failure of the 
Republican party to stand up for the 
principles it has always advocated will 
bring it no additional votes. Tbe Chi- 
cago platform offers no hope for bi- 
metallism. Our St. Louis declaration 
of faith and principles elected Mr. Mc- 
Klnley and will triumphantly re-elect 
him, and I must be pardoned for urg- 
ing that it is bad politics as well as 
bad morals for ua to change the line 
of battle in the face of a once defeated 
enemy. 

"Bimetallism assumes even greater 
Importance since the acquisition of the 

Phllippiijps. Here are .'i.OOO.OOC of peo- 
ple knowing only silver, and we cm 
never Impose upon them a gold i tm 1 
ard and a gold currency without de- 
stroying their ability to compete with 
the other countries of the Orient." 

In conclusion, he said: "It is my 
sincere conTlotlon that in our day, and 
I believe boob, a genuine and united 
effort will he sought by the leading 
commercial nations to restore the bi- 
metallic system. Tha amendment be- 
fore the sanato Informa the world that 
we stand ready to co-operate. If it is 
accomplished It can only be through 
the aid in this country of the party 
which has ever stood for the mainten- 
ance of tha national honor, and tbe na- 
tional credit, and when it comas, it 
will come to bless mankind." 

A bill was Introduced by Senator 
Fostisr (Wash.) providing for the con- 
struction of a government cable line 
from the United SUtes to the Philip- 
pines. The distinguishing feature of 
the bill is that it requires that the ca- 
ble shall be laid from some point on 
the coast of Washlngton.and that it 
shall run via Alaska and north of Al- 
eutian Islands to the Island of Attu. 
and thence to the boundary between 
Russia and Japan, and thence, with 
sofwal stops, to the Philippines. An 
independent cable from San Francisco 
to Hawaii is provided for.

INNING OF ORATOES. 

Antl-Trutt Conference Called to Order 
In the Windy City. 

Chicago, Feb. 12.— The anti-trust 
conference called by the Anti-Trust 
league came to order in Central Mu-^ic 
hall in this city. President Lockwood, 
of the ezeeutive committee, called tbe 
meeting to order. 

Mayor Harrison welcomed the del- 
gates on behalf of the city. He de- 
nounced trusts In general as dangerous 
and threatening the integrity of the 
cation. The time had come, ho said, 
to do away with trusts. Already, he 
continued, the senate of the United 
States had been reduced to a small 
convention of the owners and repre- 
sentatives of the trusts. A few years 
more would see the house and our ju- 
diciary reduced to the same condition. 
Former Judge William Prentiss, of II 
linols, wss elected temporary chairman 
and addressed tho convention. 

Franklin H. Wentworth, of Chicago, 
was elected temporary secretary. The 
following were appointed temporary 
vice presidents: Bx-Oovemor Altgeld 
oi Illinois, .lohn Crosby of New York, 
Richard Dalton of Kansas, Tom L. 
Johnson of Ohio, Judge Tuley of Chica- 
go, General Warner of Ohio, Judge 
Clogg of Louisiana, E. R. Ridgeley and 
Jerry Simpson of Kansas. Rev. Dr. 
Slade of Illinois, F. VanVorhees of In- 
diana, and Governor Lee of South Da- 
kota. Several exhaustive papers were 
read and the usual committees ap- 
poiBtad. 

Wants it Amended. 
New York, Feb. 12.— Governor 
Roosevelt Issued this statement: "I 
most earnestly hope that the pending 

treaty concerning the isthmian canal 
will not bo ratllied, unless amended so 
as to provide that tbe canal, when 
built, shall be wholly under the con- 
trol of the United States alike in peace 
and war. This seems to me vital, no 
less from the standiioint of our sea 
power than from the standpoint of the 
Monroe doctrlna." 

Appropriately Observed. 

New York, Feb. 12.— The 91st anni- 
versary of the birth of Abraham Lin- 
coln was celebrated in this city by pa- 
triotic societies. Republican clubs and 
organisations. Business was generally 
suspended. At Delmonlco's the Re- 
publican clubs celebrated the event 
Willi a dinner. Congressman Cousins 
Of Iowa delivered an address and 
speeches were made by Attorney Gen- 
eral Griggs and others. 

For a New Trial. 

New York, Feb. 12.— Barrow S, 
Weedis. counsel for Roland B. .Moliii- 
eux, said that he felt confident that a 
new trial would be granted. Mr. 
Wdeks was asked if steps would be 
taken to keep Molineux from going to 
Sing Sing while awaiting the result of 
the appeal, and replied that he knew 
of no wiay that that could be av<rid«d.

London, Fi»b. 12.— The war ofTlce has 
received tha following despatch from 
Field Marshal Lord Roberts: "I hare 
received a telegram from Buller as 
follows, datel Feb. 9: 'It was neces- 
sary after seizing Vaai Krantz to en- 
trench it as the piTot of further oper- 
ations. But I found, after trying two 
days, that owing to the nature of tha 
ground this was impracticable. I was 
also exposed to the fire of heavy gUBl 
in positions from which our artillery 
was dominated. It is essential to 
troops advancing on Ladysmith by 
Harding or Monger's drift to hold Yaal 
K rants securely, and accordingly we 
are not pressing the advance by these 
roads, as I find we cannot make it 
secure." " 

London, Feb. 12. — The news from 

South Africa throws a great light on 
the war situation. Lord Roberts Is 
not engaged in a movement against 
liloomfontein, but is at Modder river, 
and it is believed he means to attack 
General Cronje for the purpose of re- 
lieving Cecil Rhodes and the besieged 
city of Kimberley, whose Inhabitants 
have been eating horse meat for five 
weeks and whose death rate has grown 
alarmingly. Oenoral Cronjo has 
Btrongthened his position, in expecta- 
tion of an attack. At Reusberg tho 
Boers are strong enough to take the 
offensive. 

The most depressing news, however 
comes from Natal. Tho Uoers have 
occupied a farm south of the Tugela 
near Chieveley, which farm is studded 
with hills, from which the country can 
be commanded for miles around. It 
Is reported from Durban that General 
Joubert is marching with a column of 
6.000 men to outfiank General Buller. 
A Boer column is operating in Zulu- 
land, and there seems to be alarm In 
Natal and a^ear that General UuUer'a 
line of communication will be attack- 
ed. 

Although Winston Churchill tele- 
grapli.s that Genernl Uiiller is aliout to 
make a fourth attack on the Doer front 
tiie London papers call attention to 
the fact that the general baa removed 
his headquarters from Spearman's 
cainii to Siiringfield, and apparently 
don't believe that General Duller will 
attack again. As for Ladysmith. the 
military experts have given up hope. 
It is agreed that a sortie from the be- 
leaguered town would result in the 
British being cut to pieces. 

Experts note with alarm the appear- 
ance of enteric fever in General Gat- 
acro's and the other camps. 

Tho fiflli month of the war opens 
With tbe Boers apparently about to 
take the offensive, with their armies 
apparently intact rnd well supplied 
with ammunition. ;.nd. according tO 
Winston Churchill, forolKuers i;nd war 
munitions pouring into the Transvaal 
through Delagoa bay. 

If is said po.-n'tlvely that General Mc- 
Donald's withdrawal from Koodoos- 
berg was ordered by General Methuea 
under Lord Roberts' instructions. 

Frank Harris, former editor of the 
Saturday Rovicv?. in a pamphlet reit- 
erates the view which the St. James 
Gazette has been Insisting upon, that 
"quality and not quastity is what Eng- 
land needs to beat the Boers," aad 
"that England always falls to learn by 
experience." He adds: "The battle 
of Saratoga should have taught every 
Englishman the true theory of war. 
There the Americas militia not only 
defeated the Knglish troops, but forced 
them to an ignominious surrender, and 
mark it, those same English troops 
were the best soldiers of their time. 
Or take a still clearer case. Welling- 
ton's veterans wero beaten at New Or- 
leans by halt their number of raw mil- 
itia, but tTOB New OrleaB* taught tbe 
Baglhih aothing."

The Medical Record, tabulating the 
typhoid fever record for the twenty-two 
largest American cities, finds that in 
Brooklyn only nineteen persons to 10Q,< 
000 of population die of tbia disease an' 
nnally. In Manhattan and the^Brmix 
tbe deaths are twenty-one to the 100,000. 

These are the very lowest figures in 
the Uat, the highest being those for Chi- 
cago, sixty-five ; Louisville, seventy-two ; 
Washington, seventy-three ; Denver, sev- 
enty-seven, and Pittsburg, eighty-two. 

Typhoid is a preventable diaoaao. Its 
souroee of propagation— water and milk- 
are completely within tbe control of 
municipal aothoritiea. Such few deatha 
from tjrpboid' as do occur in New York 
c in be in lar;.'e part accounted for by the 
summer vacations. Contaminated coun- 
try wella plant tbe germs that produce 
the disease in an exceedingly small pro- 
portion of New York's population. 
In New York itself a pure-water aupply 
and an alert milk inapection have elimi- 
nated this disease from tbe category of 
maladies to be feared. 

Wherever there is a higher death rate 
from this caaao it means maladministra- 
tion, a nogloet to aoooro pure water and 
pure milk.
